SIMPLE change in the arrangement of 
lighting units in a certain factory where 
men worked over emery wheels not only 


increased production, but the accident rate 
for this particular w?rk dropped to zero. 
, 


The men, without realizing it, were .par- 


tially blinded because the lights were hung a 
trifle too high. Many times a day their fingers 
came'in contact with the emery, and the 
management was obliged to provide new 
gloves every, week. Sometimes the men 
were seriously hurt. But they took it all 
in the day's work, until it was suggested 
that a change in lighting arrangement might 
reduce the accidents. 


The change was made. No more light was 


used in this instance, but the men no longer 
had to grope. Production increased, accidents 
were eliminated and incidentally the expense 
of supplying new gloves each week was 
eliminated.

culture at Ithaca, as a part of its 
regular short winter courses. Work 
begins November 4, and last through 
February 12.

pomology department! one in general 
fruit-growing, intended for students 
who desire a general knowledge of 
fruit-growing and other agricultural 
subjects, and one for those who may 
wish to spend two winters at the col 
lege.

feated by those of Emperor Charles 
of Austria, and that he wool? be 
forced to forfeit a large put of his 
dominions. 


Francis I waa born In 14M and died 


In 1547. He ascended the French 
throne In 1919, haring succeeded his 


! uncle, Louis XH. He laid data to the 


city of Milan, and in enforcing his 
claim, defeated the Swiss oa the plains 
of Uarlgnano and forced the reigning 
duke, Maximilian Sfona, to acknowl- 
edge his claims. 


In the year 1519, Frauds became one 


of the competitors for the empire of 
Maximilian but the choice fell on 
Charles of Austria, the grandson of 
Maximilian, and from that time on the 
two monarchs were "bitter rlrala. 
Charles assumed the title of Charles 
T, and his armies and those of Francis 
I were continually waning. 
Both 


•ought the aid of England and the sup- 
port of the English goTernment was, 
a* different times, with Francis and 
then with Charles. 


It was with the Idea of cementing 


the friendship existing between him 
and the king of England that Francis 
I Inrlted the English monarch, Henry 
TIH, to an Interrlew which took place 
near Calais. Francis spared no ex- 
pense to see that this affair was the 
most magnificent that had been staged 
and money was spent so lavishly In ar- 
ranging the details of the meeting that 
the place where It was held has been 
referred to as the "Field of the Cloth 
of Gold." 


In the year 1521, war broke ottt be- 


tween Francis and Charles and. Francis 
was finally taken prisoner. He waa 
granted his release only on condition 
that he renounce bla claim to some of 
his greatest possessions. A later*war 
in which England sided with Francis 
prevented the carrying out of these 
demands of Charles, but soon after this 
Francis found himself engaged tu an- 
other war In which the fickle king of 
England sided with Charts*.' Peace 
was concluded at Crespy, rery for- 
tunately for the worn-out armies of the 
French monarch.

Yet 
there were no ehlp news reporter* oa 
the Gazette *t*ff. The Atlantic cross- 
ing then required two month* or 
more. 


The real ettate announcement* of- 


fered farm* for wile down by the pres- 
ent crowded dead line. The suburban- 
ite, however, wa* already floorUhlaf, 
for there WM a *nrprtslng number of 
"plantation*- on tale in New. Jersey 
and Long Uland. In almost every num- 
ber of the Oatette there were adver- 
tisements of ilavn for sale. From 
time to time the name of a traveler 
paealnc through New York i* men- 
tioned. Otherwise all attempt* at ac- 
quainting the public with local hap- 
pening* ceases. 


The -Gatette managed to exist, 


though advertlMmetiu - averaged • only 
an Inch or *o weekly. A line' acrose 
the la*t pate' announce* that the pa- 
per I* '.to be sold,by Richard Nickel, 
Pott Master, where advertisement* 
»r* taken in." It wa* not until 1744, 
when the paper had run for about 
nineteen years, that it achieved a cir- 
culation of
